number it is a form of peonage, which 
the most extensive form of slavery 
practiced here; with many others it 
will be noted it is the barter and sale 
of human beings by one person to an- 
other who holds such person so sold 
to him on the absolute subjugation, and 
they perform duties and labor for him 
without compensation further than 
scanty clothing and in many instances 
indifferent food.” 

Names of Witnesses Withheld. 

All of the district auditors who as- 
isted Mr. Phipps were obliged to prom- 
their informants that the source of 
the information would not be made 
public. The names of the officials who 
helped in the preparation of the _— 
also are withheld. 

One investigator made this recon 

“My observation has been that the 
largest percentage of real slavery ex- 
ists in those provinces adjacent to or 
in part inhabited by hill tribes or so- 
called non-Christians. I myself have 
known of several instances where 
children have been purchased from the 
hil] tribes and believe that a house to 
house canvass of the servants of the 
well-to-do class of Filipinos and a 
proper inquiry into their status will 
show that a large number of them are 
actually owned, having been acquired 
by purehase. Some of these are old 
men and women who have been the 
property some family since child- 
hood.

Judge Hillyer denies that the new 
charter will deprive a number of city 
employes of their jobs, but on the con- 
trary they will remain in office be- 
cause thecivil service rulesare intact 
just as they are under the old char- 
ter. 

Condenses and Simplifies. 

“No sound argument, in the opinion 
of those who have studied the revised 
charter, can be urged against its 
adoption,” .Judge Hillver contends. “It 
condenses, simplifies, and systematical- 
ly arranges in proper order all sec- 
tions referring to particular subjects. 

“The consolidation of some of the 
boards reduces the number of these 
bodies, and the provision to pay each 
board member $5 for attendance at 
regular monthly meetings, it is »>elieved 
will bring closer attention and bet- 
ter results even from fewer boards.”

Character Development. 

“There is a new development on in 
this country and it is ‘character build- 
ing.’

The liberal party’s defiance of 
President Huerta in the chamber of 
deputies yesterday, growing out of 
opposition _to the appointment of 
Eduardo Tamariz, one of the leaders 
of the Catholic party, as minister of 
public instructions, appears to have 
opened the fight squarely on the issue 
of the Catholic party influence in gov- 
ernmental affairs with the liberals and 
affiliated elements in congress lined 
up against it.

Rumors regarding the action ef 
President Huerta is likely -to take, 

ent so far today as to deal with the 
possibility of his dissolving congress 
to rid himself of opposition from that 
source and backing Federico Gamboa, 
the foreign minister, as his choice for 
the presidency in the coming elet- 
tions. 

Other rumors were that General 
Huerta would bring about a postpone- 
ment of the elections pending the pac- 
ification of the country, and would 
either remain in the presidency, or re- 
tire in favor of Minister Gamboa.

In the face of overwhelming odds, 
against him in the chamber of dépu- 
ties, General Huerta said today he 
would consider the withdrawal of the 
appointment of Tamariz, or might pos- 
sibly shift him to some other ministry 
where there would be less antagonism.

the ad. valorem tax. A man could be 
charged the minimum amount for each 
reading of his water meter, for paying 
his water Lill, for each visit of the 
garbage cart, each notice to repair his 
sidewalk, for collecting the fi. fa., for 
returning his taxes, for giving him a 
receipt fr his taxes, and for dofng 
every other of the countless thousands 
of things which are incident to the 
administration of the city’s affairs. 

The membership of neither the coun- 
cilmanic nor aldermanic boards is cut 
down, and the old iniquitous ward sys- 
tem of election is retained. 

In short, the charter, in place of at- 
tempting to put the city upon an effti- 
cient business basis, leaving the final, 
ultimate control over al] public affairs 
In the hands of the public itself, is 
simply an instrument which deprives 
the public of any voice or right tn the 
control of its affairs.

REPLY TO TERRELL 


Editor Constitution—In today’s (Sat- 
issue of your paper there is 
published a card from Mr. W. H. Terrell 
setting out some remarkable discoveries 
with reference to the proposed revised 
charter. 

A very casual investigation will show 
that there {s no ground for alarm and 
no basis for the alleged discoveries. 

For tnstance, Mr. Terrell quotes from 
the revised charter as follows: 

“The mayor and council shall cause 
the entire police force to be armed 
and so uniformed as to he readily rec- 
ognized by the public.” 

Now, among other things, 
“Tt becomes perfectly plain that the 
effect of this provision is abolish 
the detetcive force by putting the en- 
tire force in uniform and giving them 
clubs and badges.” 

The gentleman does not publish and 
we, therefore, assume tliat he did not 
know that the revised charter simply 
reproduced these words, literally, from 
the present charter and that these ex- 
act words have been fn the city char- 
ter it was first passed in 1874. 
See acts 1874, page 135, section 77. 

It is idle to argue that the detec- 
tive force is abolished by this language 
when it was established and has been 
existing all these years under the char- 
ter containing this clause. If this lan- 
guage “abolishes” them, they have been 
abolished since 1874.

Again Mr. Terrell says that all fire- 
men, policemen, employees of sanitary 
and hospital and construction depart- 
ments are out of a job on January 1. 
All civil service and pensions are abol- 
ished, etc. 

This is a very remarkable statement 
view of the facts: 

In section 131 of the revised char- 
ter, with reference to civil service in 
the police department (where it has 
only been adopted) ‘it is said: ‘Shall 
serve during good behavior and effi- 
cient service.”

Cotton “Futures” Tax Brings 
Subject to Front—Alleged 
That Abolitionof Exchanges 
Would Restrict the Market. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, -september 20.—(Spe- 
ciel).—Discussien of the cotton ‘“fu- 
tures” tax provided for in the Clarke 
amendment to the tariff bill, has 
brought prominently’ before the pub- 
lic the whole subject of speculation 
in agricultural products. 

Those who defend the exchange as a 
market place, argue with much force 
from the sound économic theory that 
wider markets mean better prices. To 
abolish the exchanges would restrict 
markets, thev and prices would 
inevitably fall. 

Dealing particiilarly with 
ton exchange, its defenders 
it furnishes a placé where those who 
wish to sell cotton to buy cotton 
Can go trade any month through the 
year. If there were no such place, they 
Say é¢ach cotton farmer who brings 
in five bales or ten bales would be 
absolutely at the mercy of the local 
buyer and would have no means of 
knowing the reigning prices tn other 
markets. Unless the farmers could 
hold their cotton for six months or nine 
months until it was actually needed 
by the mills, the market wou!d be 
flooded under the new system and 
prices would drop. 

Where Speculator (Comes In. 

Here is where the speculator comes 
in and assumes the ‘Ulative risk 
of carrying the cotton crop.

If a contract is made for the pres-

should be in fact what it purports to 
be. It should be enforceable in law 
to the extent of requiring spinnable 
cotton to be delivered in settlement 
of the contract, or its cash equivalent. 

Such a contract may provide that 
the staple be delivered at any desig- 
nated spotcotton market, and not nec- 
essarily in the city where the ex- 
change is located. The element of 
transportation, insurance and storage 
charges, of course, enters into every 
such transaction. 
the buyer may not contemplate actual 
delivery. 

But the speculator should be com- 
péelled to deliver spinnable cotton 
where delivery is desired, and the 
odds in favor of the speculator should 
be clearly known to the buying pub- 
lic. That is not possible at present. 

Under such conditions there would 
be a legitimate place for the specula- 
tor in the cotton trade; one who 
would assume the speculative risks 
and protect the trade from serious 
losses brought about by violent fluc- 
tuations. 

Prosecuting Bull Operators. 

In this connection there is 
pending itn the courts of New York 
prosecutions brought by the govern- 
ment against certain speculators who 
attempted to put up the price of cot- 
ten. The bears who were caught short 
squealed, and charged the successful 
bulls with violating the Sherman anti- 
trust law in withholding from them 
the cotton the bears needed to fill 
their comtracts. 

Here was a case where the bears 
had sold “short,” expecting to get the 
cotton later and deliver it on thelr 
contracts at ae profit to be made 
through depressing the market price. 

The indictment brought during the 
last administration charged the bulls 
with attempting to run a corner by 
buying excessive quantities of cotton 
on the New York exchanges. for future 
delivery. This part of the indictment 
was demurred to and the demurrer 
sustained in the lower court. 

An appeal was taken by the govern- 
ment to the supreme court, which hela 
that running a corner in any com- 
modity was violative of the Sherman 
anti-trust act. The supreme court iIn-

saults of bear operators here and 
abroad who sought to depress prices 
by selling short of the market, 

“I regard it as economic folly for 
such prosecutions to be undertaken. 
As 65 percent of our cotton is sold 
abroad, I cannot see how it is to the 
interest of Americans to compel 
cheap prices of cotton for the benefit 
of foreign spinners. 

“The bear, who wants to brine about 
low prices, sells what he hasn't got, 
for future delivery, expecting to be 
able to. secure the cotton later at a 
price.less than that named in his con- 
tract and thus make a profit through 
depreciation in the price of cotton. The 
bull accepts the offer of the bear with 
the view of strengthening the market. 
To fulfill his contract the bear must 
later go into the market to buy actual 
cotton to deliver in settlement. This 
new demand causes prices to advance, 
and, thereby a crime is committed 
according to the government's con- 
tention, It seems a queer conclusion, 
and it would be interesting to the 
south to Know the process of reason- 
ing by which it is reached 

Uncle Sam and the Bears. 

“Have we come to the,point 
the government will aid bear opera- 
tors who are caught itn ae position 
where they cannot make good on their 
contracts? Does the government con- 
tend that those who interfere with 
the plans of the bears to depress prices 
are to be punished as criminals? 

“It is obvious that no one can pur- 
chase cotton for future delivery un- 
less there is some one willing to sell. 
The bear operator seeKs to depress 
the price of eotton and tunless some 
one prepared to buy, it’ appears to 
the trade that cotton is a drug on the 
market and the price goes down. The 
bull operator cannot act until the bear 
operator makes an Offer. The bull’s 
action is second in point of time and 
of importance to that of the bear. 

“To one familiar with cotton ex- 
change transactions, it would seem 
that if there jis any real offender 
against.the Sherman anti-trust law it is 
the bear operator. He sells what he 
hasn’t got, and when he can't get it 
at his own price he loses money or 
seeks to escape loss by crying ‘fraud.’ ”

PLASTERING FALLING 
IN EXECUTIVE MANSION 


Had Governor and Mrs. Slaton 
Beén in Building They Might 
Have Been Seriously Hurt. 


For the second time since Governor 
Slaton has been in office and for un- 
numbered times since the, administra- 
tion of Governor John B. Gordon, when 
the disintegration began to be shown, 
a large part of the plastering fell yes- 
terday morning in the governor's 
mansion. Fortunately for the family 
and for the state, Governor Slaton and 
his family were residing at their 
country home for the summer. The 
plastering fell in the reception room 
and smashed a grand piano. Death 
might have resulted to anyone who 
might have been under it. 
Major Jesse Perry, private 
tary to the governor, was the onls 
occupant of the mansion at the time. 
He spent the night in an upstairs bed- 
room and as he came down Saturday 
morning to go to the capitol he nho- 
ticed the litter in the reception room. 
He found that huge pieces of the 
disintegrated plaster had struck the 
grand piano in a corner of the room 
and that other pieces had littered up 
the carpet and rugs, as well as 
scratching and damaging chairs and 
settees. The damage was even worse 
than that which occurred shortly after 
Governor Slaton was inducted into 
office last June. 

Unsafe to Live in Mansion. 

Persons who know of the condition 
in which the official home of the 
state’s executive is in see nothing to 
wonder at in the fact that Georgia’s 
governors who own summer homes 
near Atlanta are giad when summer 
comes and they can move their fami- 
lies to a house in which their lives are 
at least safe from such accidents. 

According to Major Perry parts of 
the plaster covering the ceilings in 
the hallway and in several other 
rooms are cracked and have already 
given warning that it may tumble at 
any time. Workmen will be put to 
work at once making such temporary 
repairs as the funds for that purpose 
allow and an effort will be made to 
sound such parts of the celling as ap- 
pear cracked and dangerous. 

It is not believed, however, by those 
who have seen the condition in which 
the ancient and rotting plaster is in, 
that any amount of patching can 
make it permanently safe. 

Some Narrow Escapes. 

A streak of luck seems to attend 
Georgia's chief executives and to ex- 
tend to their families, for no less than 
four times have they been saved from 
death or injury merely through the 
plaster falling at:a time when no one 
was directly under it. 

During the last administration of 
Governor Brown a piece of plastering 
12 feet square fell upon the bed which 
Mrs. Brown was accustomed to occupy 
at night. The fall came during the 
daytime, fortunately. Otherwise the 
first lady of the state would have 
been killed or seriously injured, as 
huge pieces of the heavy substance 
were scattered across the bed. 

As far back as the administration

gan to fall and at that time efforts 
were made to have the legislature 
remodel the building. Now it appears 
that it is so far gone that nothing 
can be done that will make it perma- 
nently safe.

Vardon Five Strokes Behind, 
and Ray Still Another—All 
Turned for Home With 
Cards of 38 on First Nine. 


Brookliné, Mass., September 20.—An- 
other name was added to America’s 
list of victors in international sport 
hére today when Francis Oulmet, a 
youthful local amateur, won the nine- 
teenth open championship tournament 
of the United States Golf Association. 

The winning of this national title 
was lifted to an international plane, 
due to the sensational circumstances 
of the play and the calibre of the 
entrants whom Auimet defeated dur- 
ing his four days march to victory. 
Safely berthed in his qualifying round, 
the boy trailed the leaders in the first 
half of the championship round; tied 
with Hary Vardon and Edward Ray 
the famous English professionals, for 
first place in the final round, then cem- 
pletely outplayed them today in the 
elghteen hole extra round which was 
necessary to decide the 191% cham- 
pionship. 

‘Oulimet won with a~-score of 
strokes, two under par for one of tha 
hardest courses in the country. Var- 
don finished five strokes behind 
Ouimet with 77; Ray took third place 
with 78. 

Outnerved Englishmen. 

It was not the actual defeat of this 
famous pair of golfers so much as the 
manner of that defeat that entitles 
Ouimet’s name to rank with that of

er in polo. Ouimet, a tall slender 
youth just past his teens, not only 
outplayed and outnerved Vardon and 
Ray in the playoff, a wonderful faet in 
itself, but succeeded in battling his 
way through the largest and mosf re- 
markable field of entrants that ever 
played for an American title. 

When Ouimet holed his final stroke, 
the 8.000 persons who had tramped 
through the heavy mist and dripping 
grass behind the trio of players for 
almost three hours realized what the 
victory meant to American golf and 
the elation which followed was Ppar- 
donable under the circumstances. 

The pride in the young American’s 
vietorvy was all the more, justified be- 
cause he had won without fluke or 
flaw in his play, responding in perfect 
form to a test of nerve, stamina and 
a knowledge of golf never before re- 
auired of a player in a national tour- 
rnament. 

On the other hand, his veteran %p- 
ponents, tried players of many a hard- 
won match in various parts of the 
world. broke under the strain, leaving 
Ouimet to finish as coolly as he had 
started. 

Great Strain. 

The very fact that Vardon and Ray 
could not hold up under the stress of 
the struggle shows the titanic form 
and strain of the final round. Var- 
don has five times won the English 
epen championship, and in 1900 won 
the American open at Wheaton, III. 
defeating 4. H. Taylor, 
greatest golfer and present champion. 

Refore the tournament began Ray 
and Vardon were 2 to 1 favorites. Even 
after Ouimet had tied them, wagers 
were laid at five to four that one 
ef the Englishmen would defeat him 
and even money on Ray or Vardon 
against Ouimet alone. 

The scenes of jubilation on the home 
green after the match had been won 
were, therefore, but matural expres- 
gions of pride and pleasure at Ouimet's 
success in retaining a championshin 
for America, which was considered 
earlier in the week, destined to cross 
the Atlantic.

BRITONS WILL QUIT. || VeLIE “<45”.--FIRST OF THE 1914 MODELS 


London, September 20.—I!If the wishes 
of a majority of British sportsmen 
are followed, Great Britain’s last 
pearance in the Olympic games 
be at Berlin in 1916. This senti- 
ment is steadily. growing and public 
opinion would favor withdrawing from 
the Olympic organization immediately 
except for two reasons, first—the 
mans might construe the withdrawal 
as due to anti-German prejudices, and, 
second, other nations might think that 
after the poor showing the team made 
at Stockholm Great Britain was unable 
to hold its own against other coun- 
tries. : 

The policy advocated by the most in- 
fluential men in the English world of | 
sport is to send a representative, well 
trained delegation to Berlin and then 
withdraw acefully. The reasons be. 
hind this policy the belief that 
the Olympic gwames are becoming semi- 
professional contests and that instead 
of fulfilling the purpeses 0 their 
founders, which was to inter. 
national friendship, tlhe: had the 
opposite effect. 

Theodore Cook, the most influentiz! 
member of the Britist Olympie counsel, | 
in discussing the matter said today: 

“Personally I am of the opinion that 
as soon as we have decided that a

Carried out, according to Dr. Visanska, 
because the cost of raising goats is 
far cheaper then the production of any 
Other animal whose flesh is suitable 
for human food. 


As Palatable as Lamb. 

The kid is as palatuble as the lamb, 
and possesses the same nutritive value. 

So why not let the kid chop replace 
the lamb chop on the table of the 
home, and thus deal the high cost of 
living a solar plexus punch? These are 
the two questions asked in the same 
breath by Dr. Visanska. 

The reason kid flesh ought to be 
cheaper than lamb is that goats are 
able to live almost anywhere, while 
sheep need a good pasture, with all 
Other conditions favorable. The goat 
can be placed on tne sandhills of Geor- 
gia and will thrive on a Pasture so 
Scanty that any other animal would 
Bcarcely be able to cke a bare living. 

Then the goat is hardy and needs 
practically no looking after. In fact 
in olden times the goat used to be 
placed among the sheep to guide them, 
and now, in some parts of the country, 
are used in that way. 

Goats are very prolific. They multi- 
ply with nearly the same regularity as 
do rabbits. They far surpass the sheep 
in this particular. 

Kid Alone Can be Used. 

Dr. Visanska thus demonstrated how 
cheap the production of the kid ought 
to be, and then declared that southern 
people require so little meat that the 
kid alone could be used. 

Milk, potatoes and other vegetables, 
and fruit, ought to be the article of 
food used by southern people, 


Visanska. And by thus living 
the cost of living would be greatly re- , 
duced, he says. 

The cost of lamb is now from 15 to 34 
cents a pound, according to the qual- 
ity, while the cost of kid would be only 
from !0 to 20 cents a pound. 

To pay 15 cents for a roast of kid, 
after being accustomed to pay 35o and 
490 cents a pound for porterhouse an: 
§ e¢ents less for sirloins, would be a | 
great satisfaction to most people. In} 
fact, it would them about half | 
their meat bills, which is now one of 
the largest items of the workingman’s 
monthly budget of bills. Then there 
are other uses for the goat. Upon in- 
vestigection, it is found that the goat 
cculd be developed into an indisnensa- 
ble domestic animal. 

Helr to the Babies. 

The miik of the female would prove 
a boon to babies, and the nanny can 
be kept at a commensurate with 
any mer’s pocketbook. The mi'* is 
better for babies than cow's milk, it 
ts claimed. Agezin, the milk could be 
given to the chile neturally sterttize’, 
while still warm. This would be a 
wreat benefit to growing babies aiid 
would reduce the infant deatn rate. 
a eccording to physicians, by about 25 
per cent.

Patrolmen T. D. Shaw and A. L. 
Smith, of the police department, are 
being censured by a number of peo- 
ple who witnessed the arrest of S. R. 
Pylant at the corner of Forsyth and 
Marietta streets about 4:30 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon, as it is stated 
that the officers severely beat the pris- 
oner before the patrol wagon arrived. 
When questioned by a reporter for 
The Constitution late last night. 
Patrolman Smith issued the following 
i statement, which is fully corroborated 
by Patrolman Shaw and other wit- 
nesses: 

“I was standing on an opposite 
ner from Shaw and his prisoner 
were in front of the city hall. I 
;in the company of a young lady and 
{did not like to leave her, but I saw 
that a crowd, unusually large for one 
about a common prisoner, had gath- 
ered about Shaw, and I investigated. 

“IT asked Shaw what was wrong. He 
aa me that the prisoner was fight- 
ng, and that he was charged with be- 
ng drunk and disorderly. Shaw re- 
cently broke his right hand and ‘his 
wrist is weak. We started across the 
street with the prisoner. We got him 
safely across, although he fought us 
every step of the way. Just before 
the wagon came he jumped up and 
called me a name which I will take 
from no man, stating that he was over 
six feet tall and could whip any man 
alive. When he persisted in cursing |! 
finally struck him. All this talk 
about my beating him with a billy is 
absolutely false.

Mayor Woodward declared Saturday 
that he expects to take an active part 
in securing needed improvements next 
_year. The mayor takes the position 
that it is not only necessary for the 
city to provide more funds for the 
fight against the “white plague,” but 
that the city -must take the proper

precautions to make the institution 
one which the people of Atlanta will 
have confidence in. 

“Battle Hill is a magnificent institu- 
tion as it now stands,” said the mayor, 
“but there are some things which are 
needed. Some of the improvements 
that have been made by Dr. Merritt 
during his connection with the hos- 
pital are noteworthy, and the city 
should not play the laggard and allow 
the work to stop. 

Bigger Appropriation Necessary. 

Mayor Woodward is in favor of an 
increased appropriation for 1914. He 
is also in favor of increasing the sal- 
ary of the next superintendent. How- 
ever, he will insist that the city secure 
the services of the best man available 
for the place. 

Chairman John S. Candler, of the 
committee on charities, also takes the 
position that the city should be more 
liberal with Battle Hill. The commit- 
tee of which Judge Candler is chair- 
man is in charge of the administra- 
tion of the hospital, and he has been 
in a position where he could closely 
study its needs. 

Chairman Candler is also of the 
opinion that the city should secure a 
superintendent capable of carrying on 
the work started by Superintendent 
Merritt. He is- also in favor of the 
finance committee providing for an in- 
crease in the salary of the superin- 
tendent. 

Merritt Points Out Needs. 

Superintendent Merritt, who has 
been in charge of Battle Hill since it 
was established by the city In the 
spring of 1910, points out in an inter- 
view some of the pressing needs of the 
institution. 

“The sanitarium, despite the handl- 
cap because of lack of funds, has been 
successful in its work,’’ he says. “TI 
have the records of the sanitariums of 
Massachusetts which are foremost in 
the work, and Atlanta’s sanitarium 
compares favorably with them. I con- 
sider this noteworthy for the reason 
that Massachusetts is one of the 
pioneers in tulerculosis work.” 

Superintendent Merritt reluctantly 
offered these suggestions as being the 
immediate needs of the sanitarium: 

A new dressing room and better fa- 
cilities for the patients. 

New building for isolating hopeless 
Cases. 

Two trained assistants who are cap- 
able and who will be able to make 
more frequent examinations of pa- 
tients. 

More money for nurses and assist- 
ants to assure the employment of only 
a first-class staff. 

Superintendent Merritt says the city 
must realize the necessity of provid- 
ing a largér appropriation for carry- 
ing out the work at Battle Hilt 

Praise for Merritt. 

City officials agree that during Su- 
perintendent Merritt's administration 
he succeeded well on the meager ap- 
propriation. It was through his per- 
sonal efforts that Captain Raoul gave 
the city the beautiful cottage which 
is now used as the children’s pre- 
ventoriom. Cottages, like the chil- 
dren’s building were erected by the 
city at a cost of $1,400 each. On the 
‘occasion of one of Captain Raoul’s 
‘visits to the sanitarium, Superintend- 
lent Merritt wagered with him that 
he could duplicate the cottages and 
‘equip one for the same price as it 
| cost the city in construction only. 
| The children’s building was con- 
| structed by Superintendent Merritt and 
iequipped at a cost of only $1,410. 
| Battle Hill has the finest dairy in 
Georgia. Two and one-half gallons 
.of milk per capita is the average ca- 
.pacity. Government experts making 
‘a recent inspection declared the dairy 
_to be one of the best in the south. 


The old convict shed which was on the 


site when the city started erecting 
the buildings of the sanitarium was 
under the supervision of 
_Superintendent Merritt with little cost 
to the city. Plans drawn by Super- 
intendent Merritt were adopted for re- 
modeling the old prison barracks. At 
a cost of only $2,500 the old barracks 
was made into a building which now 
comfortably shelters seventy-five col- 
ored patients. The colored depart- 
ment was opened in May, 1912, and 
has proven to be a boon to sufferers 
who had no place to go for treatment. 
Other improvements made since 
1910 are sewage and drainage sys- 
tems and more modern plumbing. 
Will Remain in Atlanta.

of Mrs. Porter King’s service as state 
regent, after she had presented the 
matter to the congress that voted the 
required sum of money, and after she 
had worked hard as chairman of the 
national society’s committee on “Mead- 
ow Garden” for that year to raise 
funds to buy the property. This com- 
mittee, as shown by her statement to 
the state conference of 1899, raised 
$183. 

When we consider that 
numerous well-known sites 
ings connected with the 
none had been purchased by the na- 
tional society: that the soclety was 
without a building of its own for its 
official headquarters and meeting 
place; that it was bending its ener- 
gsies to the raising of funds for the 
erection of Memorial Continental Hall, 
and that its income was small as 
compared with its present income, it 
Will be realized that the Georgia 
Daughters who induced the society to 
purchase this comparatively unknown 
site and place it in the keeping of the 
Augusta chapter are entitled to credit 
for what was one of the most note- 
worthy achievements in the history of 
Daughters of the American Revo- 
The society has not since 
shown a disposition to continue the 
making of appropriations from the 
national treasury for such purposes.

Mrs. N. V. Randolph, Richmond, Va., 
chairman of the relief committee of 
the U. D. C., of which the Georgia state 
editor is a member, makes a strong ap- 
peal for the relief fund. She encloses 
a letter from the president of the R.

This let- 
ters follows: 

My Dear Mrs Randolph: I cannot 
express to you the feelings of gladness 
that came with your letter to my heart. 
Outside of the baby chapter in Cleve- 
land it is the first message to us from 
the Daughters. . 


I have just returned from a trip to 
one of our stricken ones. The little 
home is nearly wrecked, the plano to- 
tally gone. She and her 9$-year-old 
twin daughters escaped with their 
lives and the clothes they were wear- 
ing, wading through water so deep 
that the mother carried the children in 
her arms. Her son lived on the roof 
of the house until Saturday—the father 
in the city. You can know how this 
mother is suffering. 

As soon as we learned they were liv- 
ing we planned to help, so we bought 
on Saturday (don’t be shocked) cut 
out on Sunday and sewed all day yes- 
terday—seventeen of us. I took this 
clothing, bought all kinds of under- 
wear, blankets, ete, and my sister 
sent me over her machine this 
morning. Five hundred dollars it would 
take to place them where they were. 
The husband is a carpenter and barely 
makes a living. I am telling vou this 
that vou may when your welcome 
assistance is needed and where the 
check will go. 

While our other member caught is in 
fairly good condition financially, she is 
a wreck and we greatly fear for her 
health. Our chapter is an honor to him 
whose name it bears. I am so glad to 
you this and no discredit to our 
organization.

Letter to Mrs. Franklin. 

My Dear Mrs. Franklin: I am asking 
you to read the above letter and see if 
you do not think that the U. D. C. 
should have a relief fund to meet just 
such disasters. When they overtake a 
city, especially in the west or north, 
where we‘ have a_ struggling little 


chapter, it would mean so much to our 
cause to let these Yankees see that our 
organization means help to those in 
need. If each chapter would send to 
the general fund 50 cents a year, and 
many could and would send more, we 
would have five hundred dollars at our 
command each year. 

We must help the old women; it can 
be done far more effectively In their 
own homes. Most of them are so in- 
firm or tubercular, or cancerous, that 
if the U. D. C. had a home, they could 
not be taken in. Virginia  diviston 
works through thetr relief committee. 
and the U, D. C. could help the chap- 
ters outside of our southern states. 

Hardly a week passes that some 
chapter at the north writes of some 
veteran or his family stranded in their 
city. 

It will be such & little while before 
the old confederate man and woman 
has passed from our midst and there 
will be nothing to come after them. 


Appeal for Confederate Women. 
(From the Richmond Times.) 
Mrs. Norman V. Randolph, chairman 
of the relief committee in charge of 
caring for the needy and _ suffering 
confederate women of the state, has 

just issued the following appeal: 

“Two yearsagoattheearnest appeal 
of the relief committee of the Virginia 
division, United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, the legislature made an ap- 
propriation of $2,500 for 1912-1913 to be 
distributed by the state auditor on rec- 
ommendation of the chapters to our 
confederate women in the state. 

“We have now on that lHst, from al- 
most every county in the state, seven- 
ty-five confederate women, from 65 to 
93 years of age, receiving each month 
from $3 to $6; twenty-six are on Vir- 
ginia division relief fund receiving 
@ame amounts, according to age and in- 
firmity. 

“This appropriation from the state 
ceases in 1914 and the incoming legis 
lature has again to make the appro- 
priation. I, therefore, beg that the 
daughters of Virginia see the repre- 
sentatives from this district and ask 
again their assistance. 

“The state has a soldiers’ home, but 
no home for these old Confederate 
women. We do not ask for a home: 
the homes do not take the bed-ridden. 
or cancer, tuberculosis or epileptic 
cases. Help these old women in their 
own homes 

“Miserable and uncomfortable as 
they may be, they are among their own, 
they will be here such a little while. 
and then states will not be asked for 
help. They are like the Confederate 
Veterans, fast dropping from the line. 
See to it that we help them at once 
Let the chapters send to the treasurer 
of the Virginia division some contribu 
tion. Maybe there is no one from your 
county. What matters that? They are 
Confederate women and we must re- 
spond to their call for assistance.

The feeling aroused during the 
war period among women whose fa- 
thers, brothers, husbands or sons had 
shed their blood in the struggle or in 
other ways had suffered in it was gen- 
erally more intense and more lasting 
than that of the men who fought. 
Most of the present members of the so- 
ciety were born after the war; a large 
proportion.of them were young girls 
or children when the society was 
formed, or even when “Meadow Gar- 
den” was bought. It is well.that they 
the whole country should realize 
the great part performed by the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
in bringing together women of the 
north and of the south, and fostering 
the broad patriotism that should char- 
acterize the descendants of the patri- 
ots who founded this union of states. 

The writer believes that the Daugh- 
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ters of the American Revolution have 
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done more than any other organiza- 
tion of women to heal the wounds of 
the war. The part taken officially by 
the recent head of the society, Mrs. 
Scott, in entertaining the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy at

Elsewhere Martin V. Calvin contributes 


an extremely statistical study of the negro 
in Georgia, and, incidentally, an excoriation 


of Georgia’s guess-work system of gathering 


| statistics of every nature. 


Mr. Calvin's analysis of the tendencies of 
the negro will be found unique and startling. 
Their effect is to show the superiority of the 
old type of negro over the newer type in the 
acquisition of property and general pro.

REQUIRE HEALTHY NURSES. 


The state board of health has issued 
timely warning to the mothers of Georgia 
against the unhealthy nurse. In a bulletin 
recently issued, it is insisted that mothers 
should require good health, strength, good 
character, cleanliness and decent appear- 
ance in nurses. The harm that has re- 
sulted to children from nurses indifferently 
chosen is unsparingly indicated. 

The mother who is not discriminating 
may expose her child to the dangers of con- 
tagion from women living in tubercular 
homes, or homes generally operated upon 
an insanitary basis. It should be a com- 
paratively easy matter to investigate the 
domestic surroundings of women applying 
for employment as nurses. Certainly it is 
much easier to take this course than later 
to find the child subject to a disease that 
may result in long illness, if not impair- 
ment. 

The board of health also deals plainly 
with another evil often mentioned by The 
Constitution, and that is the threat of ven- 
ereal disease as it may hover over our 
homes. The subject is not a pleasant one, 
but it needs to be considered if we are to 
minimize the death rate and increase ef- 
ficiency.

How reminiscent it all is of those ancient 
moth-eaten volumes we used so eagerly to 
devour children! brazenly it 
throws out the cruelties and the calculation 
of the world’s deliberate point of view. The 
temptation of Americans may be to scoff 
mercilessly at the German conventionality, 
and remark that the girl would have been 
allowed her way in this country, and how 
much happier would have been in a 
land where false standards do not obtain. 

Are different? We read, each

edy in historic Heidelberg. All in all, it is 
about the same the world over. Perhaps a 
little less of proscription here, a little more 
license there in some other matter. But 
wherever society is organized and families 
are founded, there is family pride and the 
gradual creation of a caste system.

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APPLIANCE IS DEVISED 


TO DISCOVER POISONS | 


Baltimore, September 20.—-By means 
of an appliance devised by Protessor 
W. W. Abel, head of the department 
of pharmacology of Johns Hopkins 
university, it has been made possible, 
is declared, to determine whether 


' persons thought to be suffering from 


poisons are really under the influence 
of drugs and to be able to discover 
almost immediately the poison they 
have taken. 

The contrivance consists of a series 
of coils and tubes which are sub- 
merged in saline solution, and its 
action is said to be the same as that of 
the kidney. 

In making the test for poidon it is 
necessary to have the blood stream 
flow through the tubes. This is done 
by connecting the tube swith the jug- 
ular vein and the carotid artery. By 
means of a porous substance connect- 
ing the glass tubes the foreign and 
poisonous substances in the blood fil- 
ter through into the saline solution. 

After allowing the blood to flow 
through the tubes for a given time, a 
specimen of the saline solution 
taken, and a chemical analysis 
reveal what poison or foreign 
stance is in the patient's system.

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ITALIANS CELEBRATE

Rome, Italy, September 20.—An im- 
posing demonstration ifn which 20,- 
000 persons, including many red shirt-

anniversary of the capture of Rome 
by the Italian troops in 1870. A pro- 
cession marched to the breach in the 
wall by which the Italians entered. 
There the marchers were met by the 
mayor of Rome, Ernest Nathan, who 
read a message from King Victor 
Emmanuel, in reply to greetings sent 
by the municipality. His majesty tele- 
graphed: 

“The virtue of the Italian people 
and the valor of the army have made 
Libya ours. Italy now calls for the 
first time all her children to the polls, 
including even the illiterates.” 

The royal message was greeted with 
an outburst of enthusiasm which is 
regarded by the authorities as signi- 
ficant after the recent clerical and 
anti-clerical @isturbdances. 
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TO MAKE THE AZORES 
WORLD NEUTRAL ZONE 


London, September 20.—A _ proposal 
to make the Azores Archipelago an in- 
ternational neutral zone is being con- 
sidered by the American, British and 
German governmnts, according to to- 
day’s Manchester Guardian. The 
proposal is said to be incidental to 
the opening of the Panama canal. 

The fact that German, American 
and British companies have a joint 
cable station on the tslands makes 
free access to them of the utmost im- 
portance. 

“It is proposed,” says The Guardian, 
“that a joint treaty be arranged be- 
tween Portugal and the other civilize 
nations by whick a neutral inter 
national zone shall be established and ~ 
strictly maintained in the archipelago. 
It is suggested that all vessels with- 
in this zone be protected against at- 
tack or seizure and allowed to re- 
ceive provisions and fuel.

Mosaic Fillet Embroidery 


The new mosaic fillet is so easily con- 
structed. that it is very popular and a!l 
kinds of articles are made with this 
new neediecraft, 

The work is very apfly named, for the 
foundation is a square-meshed lace, the 
pattern of which is covered with a 
narrow ribbon braid in different colors, 
giving the finished embroidery the ap- 
péarance of a mosaic. 

The braid used to cover the lace 
foundation is an eighth of an inch wide 
and looks very much like baby ribbon, 
but is much more pliable and more 
easily manipulated than ribbon. A 
biunt-pointed needle. threaded with the 
braid, is used for the embroidery, which 
is laid aeross the fillet pattern in this 
way. Bring the needle up through an 
open mesh and lay the ribbon over the 
solid part of the design, carrying the 
ribbon down. again at the first 
mesh, directly opposite to where it was 
first brought up; bring the needle up 
again through the first open mesh. be- 
low the first stitch. and tape another 
over or satin-stitch. Continue in this 
Way until the design is covered. Fasten 
the ribbon, when beginning and ending 
the work, by tacking it on the under 
side with two or three stitches taken 
with an ordinary sewing needle and 
thread. 

While this embroidery is very readily 
accomplished, the ribbon must be kept 
perfectly flat, or the beauty of the fin- 
ished work will be entirely spoiled. The 
ribbon can be kept in good condition, if 
each skein is opened and the braid the” 
pressed with a hot iron, then wrapped 
on a spool, so there will not be any 
creases in the ribbon. 

The most effective articles te make 
with this embroidery are the cases 5° 
necessary to keep a woman's personal 
‘accessories in good order. Vei) and 
handkerchief cases are very attractive, 
as well as the larger cases intended for 
nightgowns and shirtwaists or blouses 

These cases are made in envelope 
shape of some color in silk or satin 
over a layer of wadding which has been 
plentifully spripkled with sachet. Then 
over this case, the'fillet embroidery lace 
ig folded and the two sides overhanded 
together, allowing for the flap which 
folds over and is fastened by means of 
@ loop of the narrow braid and @ silk-
